@’ Alceaforada—it is she who is the 


heroine of this episode for. inspired 
by her great love. Marianna’s letters 
became one of the greatest literary 
possessions of Spain. Her series of 
love letters addressed to the French 
Captain from the reverent shadows 
of a cloister are the pride ef the 
Sparish nation and the coilection is 
an internationally acknowledged 
classic. 

Marianna was a pretty maiden of 
Portugal who fell ardently in love 
with the French Captain. The Cap- 
tain went through his campagcns 
with more honor than he exercised 
in his heart affairs and ceturned to 
his native country. leaving, Marianna 
a prey to all the tortures of unre- 
turned love. She became a nun in 
an effort to gain peace of mind but, 
like Heloise, some 500 yéars before 
her, her love persisted and she sent 
to the Captain a long series of Iet- 
ters. The Captain, whatever his 
faults, was a good judge of litera- 
ture and calmly sidestepping the 
fact that he was betraying a wom- 
an’s confidence, he had the lIetters 
translated and published. 

The results were an addition to the 
world’s literature and a broken 
beart. The follownige are two ex- 
tracts from Marianna’s letters:

at tair prices has stimulated interest 
in the culture. So keen has this in- 
terest become that prominent seed 
and nursery men are kept busy giv- 
ing out information regarding the 
best ways of raising mushrooms in 
suburban or even city gardens 
Strange as it may seem, this dainty 
plant prefers-to do its growing in 
semiseclusion—that is, in a cellar 
bed. under a greenhouse bench or in 
a water-tight shed or outbuilding 


| Where the temperature can be kept 


constantly between 50 and 60 de- 
grees Sometimes the bed is made 
in a rich pasture, but an outdoor bed 
is controlled to a certain extent by 
weather conditions, while fhe indoor 
miusroom bed is a law unto itself. 
A two-pound brick of mushroom 
Spawn will plant a bed nine and a 
half feet square. The spawn pre- 
pared in the most modern way is 
wonderfully free from the parasitic 
diseases that trouble mushrooms. 
and makes their culture easy. Each 


| 


brick should be broken in nine | 


pieces, and the pieces are set 12 
inches apart. From the time of 
planting it takes about 12 weeks be- 
fore the first mushrooms are ready 
to pick. 

Earth for the bed is prepared from 
fresh horse manure and good soil, 
mixed daily, without allowing it to 
get wet, until there is a sufficient 
quantity ready for the bed. Put 
down the first layer and stamp it 
down hard, then add to it to the 
depth of eight inches, firming it with 
the back of the spade. 

Next plunge in a thermorheter. In 
a day or two the heat will rise to 100 


| degrees, and then when it drops to 


90. take a dibble and make holes 
three or more inches deep all over 
the bed, 12 inches apart each way. 
Put a piece of spawn about the size 
of a hen'’s egg in each hele, cover 
firmly, and let the bed rest for 10 or 
12 days, by which time the spawn 
will have threaded the bed. Then 


| spread evenly, two inches of fresh 


loam over the top. firm it with the 


| spade quite gently, and cover it with 


three or four inches of hay or straw. 
If the temperature can be man- 
aged evenly, the bed will not require 


water, in all probability, until the 


_ nrushrooms come up. but 8 the sur- 


face of the bed seems very dry & 
may be sprinkled with a Wetle water 
heated to 100 degrees. Tf tiris treat- 
ment is given to the August. bed, 
early in December there should be 
feasting from the first crop. “ 

It takes three to four weeks to get 
off the first crep. After this a fresh 
top dressing is added and firmed 
down, then sprinkled with tepid wa- 
ter, and by early March the second 
crop should be readgy——probably a 
more prolific one than the first. In 
remaking the bed, fresh loam ‘shouid 
be put with unrotted manure. for 
land that has been manureé and 
worked before may contain spurious 
fungi and thus mene the proposed 
crop. Too great care cannot be 
taken in preparing the soil.
